MEMOIRS of the Life and Writings of Mr du 
Hamel, Secretary of the Royal Academy of 


Sciences, Cc. 


tian Baptifte du Hamel, Son of Nicolas du Hamel, a Laws 
J yer, was born at Vive, in the /ower Normandy in the year, 
1624. He finifh’d his firlt Studies at Caen, his Khetorick and 
Philofophy at-Perzs. At the Age of Eighteen ke compofed 
afmall Treatife, explaining the three Books of Sphericks of 
Theodofius in an eafy Method. And added another very fhort 
but ptain Treatife of Trigometry to ferve for the Introduction 


tothe Study of Altronomy. By this it appears, his Inclinati- 


_on for the Sciences muft be very general, fince it extended even 


tothe Mathematicks, fo little cultivated in thofe Days, and 
efpecially in the Country where he ftudied. 

At the Age of Nineteen he entred himfelf in the Congrega- 
tion of the Oratory. Here he paft ten years, and then he quit- 
ted it to be Curate of Nexi//y upon the River Marze. In both 


J thefe Stages of his Life, he join’d to the Duties of his S:ate, 


an extreme Application to Reading. Phyficks, as then taughe 
inthe Schools, was nothing more than.a Syf{tem of dry, gene: 
al and crabbed Queftions ; they had ftrip’d ir of all the Orna- 
Menis that render ic agreeable. Mr du Hame! endeavoured to 
icltore ’em, and to reitieve the Honour juftly due to this Sci. 
ence, He begun the Execution of this defign by his Aftronomia 


Phyfice, and by his Treatife, de Meteoris et Foffilibus, both 

tinted in 1659, 

Thefe two Treatifes are of the Dialogue kind, in which the 
Patties are Theophilus, a great Bigot to the Ancients, Afexan- 
der, a fond Cartefian, and Simplicius, indifferent to both. This 
Philofopher endeavours a often as he can to reconcile ’em all ; 
and that done, he borrows from each what appears to him 
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trueft, as he has by his Charattera right todo. From the 
form of Dialogue, and this manner of handling Philofoph y, its 
vible Tu/ly was his Model ; but this is {till more vifibleia 
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the Purity and Elegance of his Latin, and that variety of inge: 
nious and apt Expreffions which are featter’d in his Writings, - 

His Yreatife of Aftronomical Philcfopby is a Collettion of 
rhe Hneft Thoughts of the ancient and modern Philofophers yp, 
o the Nature ot Light, upon Colours and upon the Syftem 
of the World. Every thing relating to the Doftrine of the 
Sphere, to the Theory of the Planets, to the Calculation of 
Eclipfes is Mathematically explain’d here, The Treatife of 
Meteors and Foffils comprehends likewife all that has been 
faid on thefe Subjects by the belt Authors. Here Mr dz Hi, 
me! Aifcovers a great infight into Natural Hiltory and Chy. 
miltry.. 

He was cenfured as being a little too unkind to Defcarter: 
fis rue, Theophilus treats himill, But Mr dw Hame/ anfwerd 
‘twas Ibecphilus, a Bigot to Antiquity, and incapable of relifh 
ingany Modern; but for Szmp/icius’s part, meaning himfelf, 
he never had fpoken unkindly of him. Oi 

In 1663. the year he quitted his Cure of Newi//y, he publith 
ed his famous Book ; De Confenfu Veteris et nove Philofephis. 
Waotks of this kind generally divide the World, and have the 
Fortune of pleafing all, at leaft by one half of em. 

In 1666. Mr Colbert propofed the eftablifhing an Academy 
oyal of Sciences, and got the King to approve it. °Twasre, 
jjuifice there fhould be Secretary to this Society, one who might 
ve equal to its Dignity, and qualify’d ro report their Tranfitt 
ions to the Publick. Mr Codbert’s Choice for this Fundion 
fell upon Mr da Hamel. 3 

His fine Latin having -mightily brightned his own Works, 
he was pitci’d upon as the propereft Perfon for cafting into 
this Language, the Pretenfions of the late Queen upon Brabant, 
Namur, and feveral other Provinces or Demains of the Spamih 
Low Countries, The King had -it publifhed in 1667. this 
Work was-fucceeded by another the year following, in the de 
tence of the Arch bifhop of Paris's Rights againft the Exemp 
tions of the Abbey of St Germain des Prez. Mr de Perfixe wa 
the Perfon who engaged him in this Enterprize; the only on 
in which this Author, naturally pacifick, had betray’d hs 
Character fo far as to aft the part of an Agreff x. This Learn
